LAS VEGAS, October 31,2006 - The U.S. Department of Energy (DOE) has scheduled a fourth public scoping 
meeting and has extended the public comment period to December 12,2006, to help DOE determine the scope of the 
Supplemental Yucca Mountain EIS.
